We  are  now  witnesses  to  the 
most  recent  phase  of  this  progress,  the  new  Arts,  Science,  and  Business  Educa- 
tion building,  now  under  construction  next  to  the  auditorium  on  Lafayette 
Street. 

Appreciating  this  spirit  of  constant  progress  and  improvement,  we  hope 
that  our  own  professional  growth  and  intellectual  development  will  parallel 
that  of  our  Alma  Mater.  This  is  the  greatest  tribute  that  we  could  pay  to 
her.  With  this  thought  in  mind,  the  CLIPPER  STAFF  hope  sincerely  that 
this  1963  edition  will  be  the  stimulus  for  many  pleasant  recollections  in  the 
days  to  come.

Zke  Mating  of  a  Zeacker  1959-1963 

On  June  9,  1963,  a  graduating  class  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  students 
received  their  degrees  from  Salem  State  College.  They  were  now  ready  to 
enter  a  challenging  profession  with  enthusiasm  and  confidence  in  their  ability. 
Gone  were  the  uncertainty  and  apprehension  which  had  plagued  them  as 
freshmen  four  years  earlier.  What  had  brought  about  this  remarkable  trans- 
formation? 

This  history  attempts  to  relate  some  of  the  outstanding  stages  of  develop- 
ment in  the  making  of  a  teacher,  1963.  The  Class  of  '63  assembled  en  masse 
for  the  first  time  on  Orientation  Day,  in  September,  19  59.  Each  freshman 
was  provided  with  a  Big  Brother  or  Sister,  an  upperclassman  who  had  volun- 
teered to  help  a  freshman  adjust  to  his  new  environment.  After  friendly  and 
informative  conversations  with  these  helpful  guides,  the  entering  group 
adjourned  to  the  new  auditorium  where  they  were  welcomed  by  President 
Meier,  members  of  the  faculty,  and  others  of  the  student  body.  Everyone 
was  so  cordial  that  the  members  of  the  new  class  gradually  relaxed  and  began 
to  feel  at  home.  This  feeling  of  belonging  was  furthered  by  the  congenial 
atmosphere  which  prevailed  at  the  All-College  Outing  held  at  Forest  River 
Park. 

With  Orientation  Day  behind  them,  the  Class  of  '63  settled  down  to 
the  busy  routine  of  college  life.  There  were  books  to  buy,  instructors  to  meet 
and  impress,  and  Iriends  to  be  made.  Wasn't  it  wonderful  how  many  sopho- 
mores were  sufficiently  interested  in  one  to  ask  his  name?  They  even  took 
the  trouble  to  write  the  name  down.  Of  course,  some  of  the  more  cynical 
Freshmen  v  ere  suspicious  of  all  this  attention,  but  they  didn't  give  it  too 
much  thought. 


At  the  close  of  the  first  two  weeks  of  the  first  year  at  Salem,  the  Class 
of  '63  suddenly  discovered  why  their  names  were  in  such  great  demand  with 
the  members  of  the  sophomore  class.  Initiation  began,  and  what  an  initiation! 
It  lasted  three  days  and  would  have  been  very  humiliating  to  the  dignified, 
sensitive  Freshmen,  if  it  hadn't  been  so  much  fun.  For  three  days,  these  poor 
Freshmen  scurried  around  the  campus  dressed  as  squirrels,  complete  with  bushy 
tails,  whiskers,  and  carrying  knapsacks  full  of  nuts  and  other  goodies.  They 
waited  on  the  "fabulous"  sophomores  hand  and  foot,  sat  on  the  floor  in  the 
cafeteria  during  lunch,  pushed  peanuts  down  the  corridors  with  their  noses, 
and  in  short,  had  almost  as  good  a  time  as  the  sophomores. 

A  suitable  ending  to  this  zany  period  was  the  Initiation  Banquet.  After 
breaking  bread  with  the  upperclassmen,  the  Freshmen  serenaded  the  sopho- 
mores with  original  compositions  chanting  the  sophomores'  praises.  It  was 
one  of  the  most  enjoyable  nights  of  the  college  year,  a  night  in  which  many 
lasting  friendships  had  their  inception. 


Like  Cool,  Man 

The  first  social  event  run  by  the  Class  of  '63  was  the  Freshman  Beatnick 
Dance,  which  was  a  smashing  success.  On  the  night  of  the  dance,  the  Gym- 
nasium looked  like  Provincetown,  Greenwich  Village,  and  Harvard  Square,  all 
rolled  into  one.  Straight-haired,  pale-faced,  black-stockinged  girls  slouched 
across  the  dance  floor  in  the  arms  of  young  men  in  bulky  turtle-necked 
sweaters.  The  high  point  of  the  evening  was  a  poetry  reading  to  the  accom- 
paniment of  the  throbbing,  plaintive  beat  of  a  bongo  drum.  Shades  of  Jack 
Kerouac! 

Of  great  significance  to  the  entire  college,  but  more  especially  to  the 
Freshmen,  who  would  make  full  use  of  it  during  their  four  years,  was  the 


newly  complete  J  Administration  Building  with  its  cafeteria,  auditorium  spaci- 
ous gymnasium,  and  most  important  of  all,  the  new  library.  These  additions 
met  many  student  needs.  The  Alumni  Association  should  be  thanked  for 
furnishing  the  Alumni  Room  so  beautifully,  making  it  a  perfect  setting  for 
teas  and  other  social  events.  The  Essex  County  Room  filled  the  need  for  a 
suitable  place  in  which  to  hold  conferences  and  interviews  with  superintendents. 

Our  Freshman  Class  Officers  were  duly  chosen,  representing  the  three 
divisions:  Junior  High,  Elementary,  and  Business  Education. 


When  June,  1960  arrived,  the  Class  of  '63  breathed  a  collective  sigh  of 
relief.  Freshman  year,  the  year  that  everyone  had  told  them  would  be  the 
most  difficult,  was  over.  They  had  weathered  the  traumatic  experiences  of 
mid-years  and  of  final  examinations.  They  had  survived;  that  is,  the  majority 
had  survived. 


Zke  Second  Step 

Many  factors  combined  to  make  the  Class  of  '63 's  sophomore  year  an 
especially  memorable  one.  Not  the  least  of  these,  was  the  hard-won  self- 
confidence  of  its  members.  They  knew  that  much  studying  would  be  required 
in  the  months  ahead  if  they  were  to  succeed,  but  they  also  knew  that  they 
could  do  it.  Hadn't  they  done  it  before?  With  this  more  relaxed,  self-confident 
attitude  the  myriad  social  activities  of  the  year  were  participated  in  and 
enjoyed  with  great  enthusiasm.  Another  factor  which  helped  to  make  the  year 
a  success  was  the  capable  leadership  of  the  sophomore  class  officers:  Richard 
DeSimone,  president;  Josephine  Guliuo,  vice  president;  Joyce  Uphcun,  secre- 
tary, and  Marion  Paglinca,  treasurer. 


The  biggest  surprise  the  Class  of  '63  received  was  their  first  look  at  the 
new  freshman  class.  How  young  they  all  looked,  so  much  younger  and  less 
sophisticated  than  the  Class  of  '63  had  been  when  they  were  freshmen  —  or 
so  the  Sophomores  thought.  "Well,''  they  sighed,  "perhaps  initiation  will  make 
college  stu  ents  of  them."  The  sophomores,  led  by  the  initiation  committee, 
really  kept  the  hapless  frosh  busy.  All  during  initiation,  stunned  freshmen  in 
ridiculous  grab  with  orange  and  brown  beanies  on  their  heads  could  be  seen 
singing  cn  the  sun  dial,  kneeling  in  the  lounge,  and  carrying  the  "exalted" 
sophomores'  books  up  three  flights  of  stairs.  The  Class  of  '63  enjoyed  the  whole 
affair  thoroughly,  of  course,  most  of  them  agreed  that  the  sore  throats  and 
hoarse  voices  they  had  acquired  while  "whispering"  orders  at  the  freshmen  were 
well  worth  it. 


After  the  hub-bub  of  initiation  had  subsided,  the  Class  of  '63  settled  down 
into  the  now  familiar  routine  of  attending  classes  and  studying.  There  was  so 
much  to  learn  that  at  times  it  seemed  one  could  never  learn  all  he  needed  to 
know. 

Everyone  agreed  that  the  Council  Semi-Formal,  which  took  place  on  the 
Friday  preceding  the  Christmas  recess,  was  a  wonderful  way  to  begin  a  vaca- 
tion.  The  high  point  of  the  evening  was  the  crowning  of  the  Campus  Queen. 


The  Footlighters'  presentation  of  "The  Crucible"  by  Arthur  Miller,  in 
addition  to  being  very  entertaining,  served  to  remind  the  members  of  the  stu- 
dent body  of  the  historical  significance  of  the  city  of  Salem.  The  Class  of  '63 
was  represented  in  the  cast  by  Sandy  Olson,  Suzanne  Masiello,  Lois  Rebholz, 
and  Janet  Murphy. 

"There's  No  Business  Like  Show  Business"  was  the  theme  song  of  Class 
of  '63  during  February  and  March  of  1961.  Nearly  every  sophomore  was 
involved  in  some  phase  of  the  production  of  the  Sophomore  Show,  Summer 
Odyssey.  Thanks  to  the  wonderful  script  of  Robert  Griffin,  the  able  direction 
of  David  Whitmore,  and  the  imaginative  choreography  of  Patricia  Cullen, 
the  Sophomore  Show  was  well  received  by  the  faculty  and  student  body. 

Enjoyable  as  the  Sophomore  Show  was  to  view,  it  was  even  more  enjoyable 
to  participate  in.  The  incomparable  glow  that  enveloped  the  performers  when 
they  heard  the  applause  of  the  crowd,  made  them  more  cognizant  of  the  special 
magic  which  belongs  to  the  theatre,  and  the  theatre  alone. 


It  was  difficult  to  become  full-time  college  students  again  after  the  heady 
experience  of  being  musical  comedy  "stars",  however  briefly.  Difficult  as  it 
was,  somehow  everyone  managed.  Almost  before  anyone  realized  it  was  time 
for  final  exams.  For  two  weeks,  hollow-eyed,  ashen-faced  members  of  the 
Class  of  '63  could  be  seen  cramming  in  the  lounge,  in  the  cafeteria,  around 
the  campus,  and  on  rare  occasions,  in  the  library.  "I  don't  know  a  thing!!  I'll 
never  pass!"  were  the  most  frequent  utterances  of  these  overworked  seekers 


of  knowledge.  When  the  marks  came  out,  most  of  the  members  of  the  Class 
of  '63  discovered  they  knew  more  than  they  thought.  The  sleepless  nights  had 
not  been  spent  in  vain.  They  could  enjoy  a  leisurely,  carefree  summer,  secure 
in  the  knowledge  that  Salem  State  College  would  once  again  welcome  their 
return  in  September. 

It  was  with  regret  that  we  received  the  announcement  of  the  retirement 
of  Miss  Mildred  Stone,  chairman  of  the  Mathematics  Department,  and  Miss 
Mira  Wallace,  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Physical  Education  for  Women. 
Their  many  years  of  devoted  service  to  Salem  had  earned  them  the  respect 
of  the  entire  student  body,  and  all  wished  for  them  many  years  of  happiness 
in  the  future.
